In | 
one or tivo instances in the China j 
. Mail, the remarks of His Iixcelleney 
the Governor were so garbled in rela- | 
tion to facts that were already within 
ow: knowledge that we (to make | 
doubly sure) applied for information 
and papers, and itis now apparent, and 
we are in a position to male clear, 
that the system regularly adopted. 
by the China dfail of giving not only’y 
‘false reports of the Governor’s ac- 
tions, but of positively falsifying His | 
Excellency’s public’ utterances, and 
of putting words into his mouth, 
which he never used, could not pos- 
sibly be better illustrated than by 
a comparison.of the-two reports men- 
tioned above. To begin with con- 
tract emigration: the Chine Mail | 
had a paragraph: some time ago 
alleging that the Attorney-General 
differed with the Governor in Ex- 
ecutive Council on the question of | 
contract emigration. On this im- 
portant point the Mai/—as if to 
verify its own false invention—now 
makes the Governor ‘say :—‘“As.to 
the question of what constituted a 
service conttact (sie), the Attorney- | 
General had given his opinion that | 
it must be a written cortract.” We 
haye very carefully, but in vain, 
searched the Daily Press report for 
. uhe passage thus distorted by the 
Alail, in fact no ‘sentence at all re- 
sembling this latest. production of the 
evening paper’s inventive faculty. is | 
to be found in the morning journal. 
In the course of the reseatehes we

Ching Maiti and the omissions of the 
Dailg Press should be rectified, and 
that it should be made plain that the 
statement deliberately put into the 
Governor’s mouth by the Mail isa 
pure fabrication, Again, in refer- 
ting to the case of the Abbotsford, 


| the Chine Mail makes the Governor 


speak of “the elearance’ given or 
withdrawn, but we cannot find that 
Ilis xecllency used the word at all. 
Then the evening print put into the 
mouth of the Governor some astonish- 
ing reference to “ the Chefoo Treaty,” 
whilst, so far as wo can discover, 
Ilis Excellency never mentioned 
that treaty. Once more, in refer- 
ring to the report by Major Palmer 


jon the proposed Observatory for

ally mentioned that Major Palmer 
had been employed by the Govern-

Mail attributes to the Governor, itis 
sufficient to say that His Excellency 
never said “there were many impor- 
tant subjects that could be treated 
very quietly,” or that “passenger 
emigration was greatly ‘the matter 
of the highest.importance to Hong- 
kong”; or that “it was known in 
Parliamené that a traffic was carried 
on which would do. injury to the trade 
of Iingland”; or that “the revenue. 
to be derived from opium farm was 


Australia and California.” 

“JT don’t wish to go down to- pos* 
terity talking bad grammar,” said 
Lord Beaconsfield, as he corrected the 
report of hislast specch in the House 
‘of Lordsw few. days before his death;

THE PROPOSED OBSERVATORY 
FOR HONGKONG. 

Ta reviewing the very important pro- 
ceedings at the recent meeting of the Les- 
islative Council, we propose to deal spe- 
cially and separately with a few of the 


the public may throughly obtain a com- 
prehensive idea of what is actually being 
done, ostensibly for the welfare of the col- 
ony. In laying the colonial estimates for 
1882 before the Council, H. BE. the Gover- 
nor made the following remarks -with re- 
ference to the long talked: of Observatory 


“Tho next thing is $20,000 for an Ob-. 
servatory and Time Ball. A sum has’ 


that purpose, and I hope it will be spent. 
Ten thousand has been already voted for 
the service, and I propose to take twenty 
thousand dollars for the coming year. On 
this subject I have the satisfaction of lay- 
ing before you a very able report by Major 
Palmer, of the Royal Engineers, whose 
services for this purposo were kindly 
given to me by- Colonel Papillon, Major 
Palmer was the’ gentleman employ- 
ed -by the Govornment to ‘ observe 
the Transit of Venud. in New Acaland, 
which was 4 very. important observation, 
and his report, as you will hive seen by 
tho scientific papers, has been very highly 
thought of by the Astronomer Royal and 


Sea, I recoived within ‘tho last fow days. 
two telograms from the. Governmont of 
Manila, and the Couneil are aware they 
indicated tho full Force of the gale we have 

recently oxporicnced, and in the samo'way 
we shall bo able to make observations that 

will bo not only usefal-to oursolyes,. but to 

alt tho ports on tho China Sea. Tho mag~ 

netic observations will, also be. of. grent. 
“service. Wo will also havé observations 

of tho tides. I do not remember a caso 

since I camo to this Colony of a ship being 

Jost in tho China Sea, but question has 

arisen as to the’ tides and currents, and 

though they appear to. be very uncertain, 

yet careful observation of tho tides and 

curronts and the ‘temperature of tho air’ 
and, water, will oftei enable captains of 
ships to detormine whether the particular 

current on which they rely has changed 

its placo or otherwise.” On tho whole we 

find in this report an admirable resume 
and all the Finanee Committee is entitled 

to know before finally embarking on such 

a large expenditure as $20,000 and tho 

subsequent oxpenditare for tho mainton« 

ance of tho station. 

We heartily coneur in every one of Hig 
Ixcollency's observations, and are glad to 
see that his support-has beon promised in. 
such substantial fashion to an undortaking 
which cannot'fail to prove of incaleslable 
service to the advancenent of science, ag 


_ well as for the advantage of the shipping 


and general interests of the Honghonge 
community. From the papers on the sub~ 
ject laid before the Council, copies of which 
have been forwarded to us inthe usual 
course, we observe a letter from Lord Kim- 
berly, dated April 7th, enclosing a letter 
from tho Seeretary to the Meteorological 
Office, and requesting that copies of all re- 
cords taken at the Observatory (nfter. its 
establishment) should be regularly sent to 
that office in London. ‘The Secrctary's 
Ictéer in which copies of the records are 
solicited, states that the Kew Committee 
have learned with great satisfaction that a 
determination has been arrived at to estabh- 
lished. sclf-recording Meteorological and 


' Magnetic Observatory at Hongkong, 


It will be remembered that a sum of ton 
thousand dollars was voted, subject to the 


approval of the Seerctary of State for the 


Colonics, for the erection of an Observatory 


.on- Mount Elgin at Kowloon, and the 


Acting Surveyor-Genoral, Mr. KE. Bowdler, 
who has had special expericnce in this 
kind of work in connection with the fine 
Observatory at the Mauritins, received 
instructions to collaborate with .Major 
‘Palmer, R.E., and it was ultimately 
arranged that the last-named gentleman, 
whose scientific attainments have'already 
gained him a more than local -reputation, 
should prepare a detailed report, conveying 
his views on the whole subject. This 
report has now been published and was 
laid on the Council table tho other evening, 
Equally as a scientific treatise. and as a 
practical report’on the best moans of 
‘erecting an Observatory which will do 
honour to Hongkong, and-of conducting the 
working of the same to the best advantage, 
Major Palmer's elaborate and carefully 
written pages merit the highest praiso, 
Tt is far too lengthy for reproduction in 
the limited space at our disposal, or we 
should gladly reprint it in full; however, - 
wo must content ourselves with touching 
on ono or two of the salient features, 
referring espccially to the proposed mode 
of constructing the Observatory and the 
advantages: which may he oxpected to 
aecruc from its institution. 

Major Palmer, after quoting some very 
interesting comments ‘from a letter for- 
warded in September, 1879, by Dr. Warren 
de la Rue to-Sir Michael Hi¢ks-Beach, de- 
tailing the great benefits science would 
derive from an Observatory provided with 
self-recording instruments in Hongkong, 
and roferring to the opinions of Mr Bland- 
ford, the ‘Meteorological Reporter to the 
Government of India, and to Governor 
Hennessy's reply to the Secretary of State, 
dated 20th November, 1879, concludes 
‘that in the’ proposal to establish this 
Observatory, three chicf,gbjects are aimed -: 
at, namely :-— ue 

To determine the Local Time by astrono- 
mical observations, and drop a ‘Time-Ball 
daily, ; . 

-To obtain series of Meteorological obser- 
vations with instruments of the best kinds, 
and to acquire information relating to the 
Typhoons and Monsoons of the China Sea. | 

To obtain a: serics, of observations in 
Terrestrial Magnetism, also with the best 
modern apparatus, and proceeds to deal | 
with these subjects, soyfarately, in the 
above order. ce 

The'main purpose in dropping a. Time~ 
Ball is to enable the masters of the numer- 
ous sca-g0ing vessels which come to Hong- 


‘Hor Majésty'’s. Governmont. - I ‘therefore 
- thought it would be advisable thathe should— 
consider, with Mr. Bowdler, this scheme.: 
It is a anbjoct which few know. anything 
about, and wo wore fortunate in having 
Major Palmer in the Colony. . His report, 
which I now lay onthe tablo, is a very clear 
and admirable document, He enters fully 
into the quostion of having-a correct time 
ball dropped at a cortin hour every day.

Tt follows that the Observatory deter- 
minations of time shénkl be’ made anil 
published with scientific precision, and be 
such as to command. public confidence. 
They should supply the mariner with dado. 


in whielthetherbound—on- a short run 


through the seas of these regions, or on a 
long ocean voyage, he may implicity trust. 
In short, the working of the ostablishment 
ought to be mate worthy.of the graye in- 
terests involved, and of the requiremonts 
of one of the busiest shipping ports in the 
world. . . 

The proposal to establish a meteorolo- 
gical branch of the observatory, under 
skilled managomont and supplicd’ wit the 
best modern apparatus, commands ap- 
proval for two reasons. In the first place‘ 


. as De. De La Ruo has indicated such an 


institution will furnish the science with 
valuable and much needed date, froma 
locality well suited for the observation and 
collection of faety appertaining to certain 
phenomena of special interest. Secondly, 
it cannot fail to have a direct and practical 
value, as being the means ‘of affording so- 
curity, by its predictions and‘ weather 
warnings, to life ant propnrty, in seas 
navigated by vast numbers of native and 
foreign vessels, but subject during four or 
five months of the year to rotatory storms 
of appalling violence and danger. 

Its operations, like its purpose, will be 
two-fold, There will be, to begin with, 
the systematic observation and record of 
the ordinary phenomena of pressure, tem- 
perature, humidity, rain, simshine, wind, 
and’ hydrometeors, such as ‘are usual it 
observatories of tie first order; together 
also with obser tins of atmospheric elee- | 
tricity. ‘ 

Referring to ‘Terrestrial Magnetism, 
Major Palmer observes that althonzh the 
character of the rocks and soi! of Hong. 
kong and Kau-lung is not the most favour- 
able that could be chosen for mngnetic 
rescarch, yet the position of the Colony on 
the ‘magnetic chart, and with reapect to | 
other places where  uhservatories are 
‘already established, Iraves no room. to 
doubt that well-conducted observations of 
this class will he of great value to the | 
keienee. These will comprise oliservations 
for determining the Absolute Values of 
the’ elements of the Marth’s magnetic 
force,—-namely, its Declination, Inclina- 
tion; and Intensity—zs well as those for 


ascertaining the periodiec,. secular and 
. irregular Variations which the ¢lements 


undergo, and the laws of which still await 
complete theoretical explanation, ‘Tho 
former class of determinations —namcly, 
those of - Absolute Valucs—are’ pictiy 
certain to be more or less prejudicially 
affected by’ Ioeal attraction proceeding 
from the granitic rocks and soil; but the 
Variations, which form by far the move 
important object of research, can be 
deduced just as well in’ the presanee as in’ 
the absence of local attraction. 
~ The following remarks on Tidal obser- 
vation are especially worthy of attention: — 
There is one instrument” which, though 
referred to in His Exceilency the Gover. 
nor's despatch already quoted from, ‘has 
not yct becn mentioned in this report, and 
which might with advantaze be added to 
the outfit, namely, a Tide-gauge, for the 
purpose of determining the Jaws. of the 
tides at Hongkong, certain phenomena of 
which, such as the diurnal and other 
incqualitics, are peculiar, and, I helicve, 
“but little known or understood. An 
autographic tide-cauge might ho set up 
in a chamber constructed fur the purpose 
near the Tsim-shi-tsut Police Station, and 
attended to each day by man in charge of 
the Time-Ball ang Weather-Sienals. ‘Such 
a gauge, of Sir W. Thomson's pattern, 
would cost about £95, 

Admiral lyder suggested, in 1877, that 
an automatic Tide-gauge should be set up 
at Cape D’Aguilar, and placed in charge 

- of the lighthouse-keeper there. ‘This. ig 
most desirable, as a means of establishing 
the direction and rate of the -tides, and 
I recomment that it be carried out unless 
the engincering difficultics prove too serious, 
in which case a suitable spot might perhaps 
be found on one of the headlands: nearer 
to Stanley. “A less expensive gauge, of 
Newman's pattern, and costing ‘about 
£50, would serve for this station. 

Major Palmer approves in gencral terms 
of the site selected for the Observatory 
buildings, as it is probably the best place 
available, although in some respects it ig 
not altogether suitable. Mount Elgin is

tho north of the Tsim-tsa-tsoi Police sta-

averaze annual charge of about $590, for 
ropairs to buildings, &e. — 
We hive now laid. before our readers 
wl thas is necessary to euable them to 
thoroughly comprehend tho dotnils of this 
interesting and usetwl. but somewhat 
costly, projected institution. Tho scheme 
has-our hesrty wishes for its success, as 


need long felt in this part of the world, a 
want which we think might have ad- 
vantageously been supplied long ago.. In 
following in the footsteps of those ancient 
and persevering pioncers 6f science, the 
Josuit Fathers, whose Observatories at 
Manila, and Si-ea-wei, near Shanghai, re- 
fleet tho greatest credit on their energy 
and enterprise in. the cause of progress, 
we establish for our colony a well-deserved 
fame which will live for ages:
